But  the  idea  pre¬ 
vails  that  a*  yhotitf  Cali,  edit  a  newspaper. 
r'>^opimon  which,  perhaps,  owes  its  origin 
to  ^ie  f»B<rt  that  so  msinr  try  it,  and  measur¬ 
ably  succeed  iu  thrusting  their  indifferent 
products  upon  the  notice  of  the  public. 
No  wonder  then'  are  more  papers  than  the 
people  can  afford  to  take,  and  jx»orer  oues 
thau  sensible  persons  are  wilting  to  read. 
It  is  a  sod  commentary  on  the  journalism  of 
to-day  that  a  teu-ceut  chromo,  or  “Three 
mouths  for  nothing,”  or  some  other  small 
inducement, has  more  influence  and  intrinsic 
value  than  the  paper  itself  !  As  clearly  in¬ 
dicated  hy  the  above  correspondence,  Bloom- 
ifield  is  over- bored  by  an  excess  of  local  news¬ 
papers.  Verbal  complaints  have  frequently 
reached  us,  similar  iu  tone  to  the  protest 
of  “B.  ”  It  seems  to  l>e  a  source  of  an¬ 
noyance  which  has  existed  from  the  time 
the  Gazette  was  star  ed  iu  opposition  to 
The  Record.  It  has  been,  from  the  begin¬ 
ning.  a  persistent  effort  to  undermiue  the 
business  uf  our  paper.  As  for  any  respon¬ 
sibility  which  may  be  attributed  to  us  for 
the  begiumag  or  perpetuation  of  it,  we 
challenge  the  strictest  investigation  to  show 
that  we  are  in  ao  wav  accountable  for  the 
vexutiou  which  this  “two  newspaper”  diffi¬ 
culty  brings  about. 

It  is  well  known  to  those  who  have  resid¬ 
ed  in  Bloomfield  for  two  years  or  more  that 
upon  the  discontinuance  of  the  semi-month-  | 
iy,  experimental  “Gazette,”  and  upon  thei 
explicit  assurance,  as  made  in  that  paper, 
•that  its  publisher  had  no  intention  of  con¬ 
tinuing  its  publication  beyond  a  specified  I 
time,  we  fouuded  The  Bloomfield  Record. 


rebate  beiDg  allowed.  Attention  was  called 
to  tbe  supplement  makiug  the  gas  tax  a 
general  one  on  the  city  at  large,  and  on  mo¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Fi  rry  it  was  resolved  to  recom¬ 
mend  to  the  Cquticil  that  this  supplement 
be  repealed.

It  was 
suggested  that  provision  be  made  in  the 
charter  for  the  establishment  of  a  Board  of 
Excise  to  be  composed  of  two  members  of 
the  Common  Council  and  the  Collector  of 
Taxes,  who  should  have  power  for  the  sum 
of  8o0  to  grant  licenses  to  sell  beer  or  liquor, 
also  that  the  Board  should  have  power  to 
lic  ense,  drug  stores  and  groceries  to  sell  li¬ 
quor  on  pavmeut  of  825. 

Mr.  Ferry  thought  there  ought  to  be  a 
Board  of  Excise,  asunder,  tbe  present  law 
the  lowest  man  in  the  community  can  come 
to  the  Collector  with  his  license  fee  and  the 
proofs  that  lie  has  complied  with  the  law, 
and  the  Collector  cannot  help  giving  him 
the  license.
